CAMPED IN THE PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 
Poor, indeed, was the private family who did 
not accommodate its country cousins. A 
myriad of cots sprang up like mushrooms 
over night and filled almost every place that 
boasted of a roof and walls as shelter from the 
keen March weather. It was the reign of the 
cot; it whitened every floor and appeared in 


every sbape from the bumble cross-legged 
army couch tothe new-fangled two-storied 
variety, which some rare genius invented to 
help outa city in such emergencies as these. 
In all of its many forms it was welcomed and 
not despised by the vast majority of the half 
million of free American sojourners in Wash- 
ington.

Yet, in all 
cases where intelligence was shown in the 
quest, thanks to the indefatigable efforts of 
the public 797 committee having their 
comfort in charge, some sort of shelter was 
found, and it may truthfully be said that 
Washington successfully accomplished the 
herculean task of receiving and caring for an 
army of —— twice as numerous as the 
population of the city.

THE NATURALIZATION LAWS. 

Our naturalization laws should be amended 
so as to make the inquiry into the character 
and diaposition of the * applying 
for citizenship more careful and searching. 
Our existing laws have been in their adminis 
tration an unimpressive and often an unintel- 
— — form. @ accept the man as a citizen 
without any knowledge of his fitness, and 
be assumes the duties of citizenship with- 
out any knowledge as to what they are. 
The privileges of American citizenship are so 
great and its duties so grave, that we may 
wellinsist upon a good knowledge of —— 
person applying far citizenship and a g 
knowledge by himself of our institutions. We 
should not cease to be hospitable to immi- 

ion, but we should cease to be careless as 

he character ot it. There are men of all 
races, even the best, whose coming is nec- 
essarily a burden upon our public revenues or 
a threat to social order. These should be 
identified and excluded. 


THE FOREIGN POLICY. 

We have happily maintained a licy of 
avoiding all interference with uropean 
afiairs. We have been only interested specta- 
tors of their contentions in diplomacy and in 
war, ready to use our friendiv offices to pro- 
mote peace, but never obtruding our advice 
— never attempting unfairly to coin the 


courts. t 
patible with those precautions for our 
and safety, which allthe great powers 
abitually observe and enforce in matters af- 
fecting them, *that a shorter waterway be- 
tween our Eastern and Western seaboard 
should be dominated by any European Gov- 
ernment, that we may confidently vee 
that such a purpose will not be entertained by 
any age power. We shall, in the 
future as in the past, use every en- 
deavor to maintain- and enlarge 
our friendly relations with all the 
reat powers, but they will not expect us to 
ook kindly upon any project that would leave 
us subject to the dangers of a hostile observa- 
tion or environment. We have not sought to 
dominate or to absorb any of our weaker 
neighbors, but rather to aid and encourage 
them to establish free and stable govern- 
ments resting upon the consent of their own 
people. We have a clear right 
to expect, therefore, that no Euro- 
ey government will seek to  estab- 

h colonial dependencies upon the terri- 
tory of those independent American States. 
That whicha sense of justice restrains us 
from seeking they may be reasonably ex- 
pected willingly to forego. 

It must not be assumed, however, that 
our interests are so exclusively American that 
our entire inattention to any events that ma 
transpire elsewhere can be taken for — 
Our citizens, domiciled for the purpose of 
trade in all countries and in many of the 
islands of the sea, demand and will 
have our adequate care in their per- 
sonal and commercial rights. The nec- 
essities of our navy require convenient coal 
ing stations and dock and harbor privileges. 
These and other trading privileges we will 
feel free to obtain only by means that do not 
in any degree partake of coercion, however 
feeble the government from which we ask 
such concessions. But, having fairly ob- 
tained them by methods and for purposes en- 
tirely consistent with the most friendly dis- 
position toward all other powers, our consent 
will be necessary to any modification or 
impairment of the concession. We shall 
neither fail to respect the flag 
of any friendly nation. or the just rights of its 
citizens, nor to exact the like treatm of our 
own. Calmness, justice and consideration 
should characterize our diplomacy. The 
offices of an intelligent diplomacy or of 
friendly arbitration in proper cases should be 
adequate to the peaceful adjustment of all in- 
ternational difficulties. By such methods we 
will make our contribution to the world’s 
peace, which no nation values more highly 
and avoid the opprobrium which must fail 
upon the nation that ruthlessly breaks it. 


THE CIVIL LIsT. 

The duty devolved by law upon the Presi- 
dent to nominate and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate to appoint all public of- 
ficers whose appointment is not otherwise 
rovided for in the Constitution or by act of 
ngress, has become ve burdensome and 
its wise and efficient discharge full of dim. 
culty. The civil list ie so la that a personal 
knowledge of any large number of the appli- 
cants is impossible. The President must rely 
upon the representatious of oth- 
ers, and these are often made 
inconsiderately and without any just 
sense of responsibility. I have a right, I 
think, to insist that those who voluuteer or 
are invited to give advice as to appointments 
shall exercise consideration and fidelity. A 
high sense of duty and ambition to improve 
the service should characterize all public of- 
ficers. There are many ways in which the 
convenience and comfort of those who have 
business with our public offices may be pro- 
moted bya thoughtful and obliging officer, 
and I shall expect those whom I may appoint 
to their selection a con- 
icuous efficiency in the discharge 
of their duties. Honorable party service will 
not be esteemed by me a disqualifi 

cation for public office, but it will in no case 
be allowed to serve as a shield of official neg- 
ligence, incompetency or delinquency. It is 
entirely creditable to seek public office by

THE ELECTION LAWS. 

It is very gratifying to observe the general 
interest now being manifested in the. re- 
form of our election laws. Those who 
have been for vears calling attention to the 

ressing necsssity of throwing about the bal- 
ot box and about the elector further safe- 
guards in order that our elections might not 
only be free and pure, but might clearly ap- 
pear to be so, will welcome the accession of 
— who did not so soon discover the need of 
reform. The national Congress has not as yet 
taken control of el@etions in that case over 
which the Constitution gives it jurisdiction, 
but bas accepted and adopted the election 
laws of several States, provided penalties for 
their violation and a method of supervision. 
Only the inefficiency of the State laws, or an 
unfair or partisan Administration of them 
could suggest a departure from this policy. It 
was clearly, however, in the contemplation 
of the framers of the Constitu- 
tion that such an exigency might arise 
and provision was wisely made for 
it. The freedom of the baliot is a condition of 
our national life, and no power vested in Con- 
gress or in the executive to secure or perpetu- 
ate itshould remain unused upon occasion. 
The people of all the Coagressionai districts 
have an equal interest that the election in each 
shall truly express the views and wishes of a 
majority of the qualified electors residing 
within it. The results of such elections are 
not local, and the insistence of electors resid- 
ing in other districts that they shail be pure 
and free does not savor at ali of 
— — If, n any of the States, the 
public security is thought to be threatened by 
ignorance among the electors, the obvious 
remedy is education. The sympathy and heip 
of our people will not be withheld from any 
community struggling with special embar- 
rassments or difficulties connected with the 
suffrage if the remedies proposed proceed 
upon lawfvl lines and are promoted by just 
and honorable methods. How shall those 
who practice election frauds recover that re- 
* for the sanctity of the ballot which is 
t first condition and obligation of good 
citizenship? The man who has come 
to regard the ballot-box as a juggier’s hat has 
renounced his allegiance. 

PATRIOTISM. 
t us exalt patriotism and moderate our 
7 contentions. Let those who would die 
or the flag on the field of battle give a better 
proof of their patriotism an a higher 
glory to their country by vromoting fra 
ternity and justice. A party success that is 
achieved by unfair methods or by practices 
that partake of revolution is burtful and 
evanescent, even from a party standpoint. 
We should hold our differing opinions in 
mutual respect and having submitted them 
to tae arbitrament of the ballot 
should accept an adverse judgment with 
the same respect that we would have de- 
manded of our opponents if the decision had 
been in our favor. No other people have a 
Government more worthy of their 
respect and love, or a land 80 
magnificent in extent, so pleasant 
to look upon and so full “of generous 
suggestion to enterprise and labor. God has 
placed upon our head a diadem and has laid 
at our feet power and wealth beyond defini- 
tion or calculation But we must not forget 
that we take these gifts upon the con- 
dition that justice and mercy shall 
hold the reins of power and that 
the upward avenues of hope shall be free to 
all the people. I do not mistrust the future. 
Dangers have been in frequent ambush along 
our path, but. we have uncovered 
and vanguish@d them all. Passion 
bas swept some of our communities, 
only to give us a new demonstration 
that the great body of our people are stable, 
patriotic and law-abiding. © political party 
can long pursue advantages at the expense of 
public honor or by rude and indecent methods 
without protest and fatal dissatisfaction in 
ite own The peaceful agencies of 
commerce are more fully revealing the neces- 
sary unity of all our communities, and the in- 
creasing intercourse of our people§is promot- 
ing mutual respect. We shall find unalloyed 
pleasure in the revelation, which our next 
census wiil make, of the swift develop- 
ment of the great resources of some of 
the States. Each State will bring 
its generous contribution tothe great aggre- 
ate of the nation’s increase.

HE first thing to be consid- 
ered when we lay us down 
to sleep is good air. Much 
has been said of the un- 
healthiness of gas in bed- 
rooms, and certainly if al- 
lowed to pour forth its 
nauseous perfume unlight- 

Ned. it is certain death, but 

under ordinary and proper 
conditions, gas is not un- 
healthy. 

However, the electric 
light is recommended, al- 
though that is so uncertain 
that at sea officers dare 
not use itasa signal light. 

No doubt the _ electric 
light is the light of the fut- 

ure, but it is too expensive at present to be 
counted in as the probable best lighting of a 
bedroom. Candies are always agreeable 
and in modern prettily shaped tin and brass 
candlesticks with large saucers or bowl 
shaped belongings, add to the beauty of a 
bedroom. 

There has beer a return to ‘‘four-poster 
deds, so that Shakspeare’s bequest to his 
wife of **his second best bed, a bit ot post- 
mortem ungeliantry which has dimmed his 
fame as a loving husband, would be to-day 
femarded asa princely gift, for it would well 
be Worth a thousand pounds. 

% old four-posters of Cromwell’s time 
hed a shelf running across just above the 
sleeper’s head for the possetcup. This is 
now improved upon and made a receptacie for 
bottles, book-rests, letter cases and modern 

INVENTIONS FOR INVALIDS, 
by which they can write in bed—a very pretty 
and convenient idea. If there were no bed- 
curtains it might hold the candle for those 
who persist in the pernicious habit of reading 
in bed. 

But there is now a craze for the old-fash- 
loned tester. It is curious that in all our noble 
rage for ventilation and fresh air we no longer 
fear the bed-curtains, which a few years ago 
were banished to the garret as harboring dis- 
ease and death. 

Should a diphtheretic or typhoid patient oc- 
cupy a curtained bed it would go hard with 
the next occupant. 

But many modern bedrooms are now fur- 
nished with an inlet ventilator for admitting 
the fresh air from without as well as to per- 
mit the egress of the foul air. Each 
bracket is provided with a pipe placed abo 
it and piereing the wall, through which the 
used-up air is carried out of the house. This 
is the latest discovery in sanitary reform. 
The bed-curtains are hung on rods, with 
brass rings. with no canopy over the top, so 
they can be shaken and dusted and taken 
down freely. This isa great improvement on 
the old fashion, which one still sees in English 
inns, recalling Dickens’ description of Mrs. 
Todgers’ boarding-house, ‘‘where, at the top 
of the stairs, the smell of many generations of 
dinners bad gathered and had never deen 
dispelied.’’ 

There ts a growing taste for tufted bed- 
steads. They are pretty, but neither clean 
nor wholesome and not easily kept free from 
vermin, but they are undoubtedly very hand- 
some and very like those imperial beds of 
state, where kings and queens are supposed 
to seek that coy repose which theirrank can- 
not compel, but which comes so readily to the 
plowboy. 

These upholstered, tufted,

should be fitted with a canopy, and from this 
should hang a baidachin and side curtains. 
Certain very beautiful specimens of this sort 
of regal bedstead, copied from Medici pal- 
aces, have been seen in certain houses in New 
York. Opulent people can find these state 
bedsteds at the great furnishing houses in 
New York, or they can pick up real antiques 
in Europe. Travelersin Brittany find there 
the most wonderful carved bedsteds built into 
the wall. They buy them up from the as- 
tonished fisher folk, who had no idea how val 
uable their old esmoke-stained carved oak had 
become. 

As to stiff white pillow slips and ‘‘shams,’’ 
false sheets and Valenciennes trimmings, 
rumed fineries, there is a truce. They were 
so slippery, so troublesome and so false withai 
that the beds which have known thém shail 
know them no more forever. 

They had always to be removed before the 
sleeper could lie down, and they were the 
torment of the housemaid. They entailed an 
amount of finelaundry work which was the 
crucial test of young housewifery. 

The bed is now made up, with its fresh linen 
sheets, its clean California blankets, its Mar- 
seilles quilt with square or long pillows, a 
bolster, in its plain linen sheath, then over 
the whole can be thrown alight lace cover 
lined with same color. This is easily folded 
away. Or spreads of Chinese or Japanese and 
Turkish or Smyrniote or decorative art em- 
broidery can be used. But is no longer the 
pe five pieces of slippery linen to be ad- 

usted.

and the curtaing are of silk or chintz the bed 
covering should be of silk or chintz, and in a 
very pretty bedroom the walls should be cov- 
ered with the same silk or chintz. 

The ceiling should be pered with the 
modern, fashionable, highly glazed paper, 
which is so clean that the housemaid’s broom 
e morning brush off every particle of

Wall papers are now so exquisite in design 
and so perfectly harmless in their preparation 
—no arsenical green, no white lead, no poi- 
sonous paint—that it seems hardly necessary 
to suggest any other vovering for the wail. 
The aggravating old patterns which have con- 
fused and haunted gg feverish brains, 
these have departed also, let us hope forever. 
The floors should be of plain, varnished 
woods, or of woods polished and oiled, with 
parquetry borders, or if this is too expensive, 
covered with the dark-stained mattings which 
are as healthy, cheap and pretty as possible.

Loxbox. March 4.—A fresh departure in the 

home rule controversy is possible. John 
Aird, the famous contractor and Tory member 
or Paddington, a colleague and friend of Lord 
Randolph Churchill, writes to the Nimes, sug- 
gesting, in the interest of the country’s busi- 
ness, the appointment of a small committee 
commanding the confidence of all parties to 
agree on just steps toward meeting Ireland’s 
demand for local government. I have 
interviewed Aird and Gladstone this 
morning thereon. Aird says his letter was 
quite spontaneous, but he is convinced it 
expresses the views of a large section of the 
Tory party; that the Tory leaders say Ireland 
shall have a local government when the coun- 
try ig quiet; that Balfour says coercion has 
quieted it and, therefore, why not meet Par- 
nell’s moderate attitude? Gladstone says he 
will watch the development of such a move- 
ment with a friendly interest. He bas always 
hoped the Tories would settle the question. 
He will be careful to throw no opstacies in 
their way. He also holds that the Irish party 
is perfectly free to meet the Tory advances, 
their first duty being to Ireland, not to the 
Liberal party. He considers that any Liberal 
intervention by himself or his friends would 
be mischievous, but fears the Tories will find 
an insuperable obstacle between them and 
concession in the Liberal Unionists. Mr. 
Gladstone seemed in excellent health, though 
anxious, owing tothe serious illness of his 
eldest son. I was. much impressed with his 
statesmaniike view of Aird’s proposal. He 
showed no petty partisan feeling, only a 
patriotic desire to end the controversy which, 


he said, like the corn law agitation, was wast- 


ing precious years of the country’s life. 
Aird’s scheme may come to nothing, but it is 
interesting as showing the reaction in Par- 
nellg favor, caused by Piggottism. 5

Pathetic Letters Received by His Wife and 
Father Through the Mail—His Father 
Tells the Story—He Frequently Spoke of 
Ending His Own Life—A Fellow-Clerk’s 
Watch. ’ 


Thomas Bailey, 22 years of age, who killed | 
himself on Saturday afternoon, his friends 
say, bad long considered taxing his lite. His 
father, John J. Bailey, says that he has fre- 
quently heard his son speak of suicide. 
He had little pleasure in life and, 
when in trouble, thought of death as 
the easiest way out of it. He had been em- 
ployed on a small salary by the Graham Paper 
Co. tor some time. Several months ago when 
Mr. Graham, the Presidentof the company, 
was in the oity Mr. Bailey went to him and 
asked for an increase ofsalary. He : 
told his father that Mr. Graham spoke very 
encouragingly, and said to bim that he should 
have the increase on March 1. He was told to see 
Mr. Brown, the local manager of the company, 
on that day, and it would be arranged. On 
Fridity evening Mr. Bailey had a talk with Mr. 
Brown about the matter. The manager, 
greatly to the young man’s surprise, told him 
he was foolish to think of having an increase 
as he had not earned it. His work, he was 
told, had been very unsatisfactory, and 
had been done in a perfunctory, listless 
and apathetic manner. His services would no 
longer be required, but he could remain until 
he found other employment. 

MR. BAILEY WAS VERY DESPONDENT 
after this interview and when he went home 
told his wife he was very blue. He asked her 
to go with him to the theater, as he felt too 
bad to stay at home. They went out and he 
seemed to recover from his great depression. 
Saturday morning he was very affectionate in 
parting with his wife, mother and sisters. 


When he had gone down-town the ladies, dis- 
cussing his manner, came to the conclusion 
that there was cause for alarm. His wife 
went down-town to see him and found him as 
work. He laughed at her fears and took her 
to lunch with him. In parting with her he 
was very gayland affectionate. 

Employes of the Graham Paper Co. say that 
on Saturday afternoon after his wife was gone 
Mr. Bailey asked if Mr. Brown was in. The 
manager was not there and be went about his 
work.

A fellow clerk, who had feared he would at- 
tempt to kill himself, watched Mr. Bailey 
all Saturday, and secing him go to 
the rear of the store followed 
asecond after but reached his friend too late 
to save him. The suicide smiled as he fell, as 
though be was glad the end had come. He 
was carried to St. Luke’s Hospital, where he 
died, as told in the SunDAY PoOSsT- DISPATCH.

the Archbishop, who discountenanced the 
practice. To ascertain what foundation there 
was for the report that the Archbishop had 
given such an order a Post-DIsPaATCH reporter 
called this morning on Chancellor Van der 
Sander, through whom all such orders to the 
clergy have to pass. 

No such an order has been issued, said 
the Chancellor. I can say that positively for 
if it nad been it would dave to pases through 
my hands to be transmitted to the clergy.’’ 

„Have you heard that the Archbishop in- 
tended to give such instructions?’’ 

No, I have not. 

„What is your personal opinion about 
funeral sermons? Do you think they ought to 
be discontinued?’’ 

„do not care to express my opinion, sir. 
I have my views; but they might not 
coincide with the opinions of others of 
the clergy, and as the matter of preaching 
funeral sermons is optional, it is right for 
every priest to act as he thinks best. 

A call was next made on 

REV. c. KUHLMAK, 
one of the editors of the Catholic World and 
Church Progress. He was asked whether be 
bad any information about any intention of 
the Archbishop to prohibit funeral sermons. 

„No, Ihave heard nothing of it,“ he said, 
„„ nd Lam certain that no such order has 


been or will be issued, because such bibi- 
tion is not in the power of the ArchDishop.’’ 

What ie your personal opinion of the cus- 
tom, Father Kuhiman?’’ 

“Well, sir, I don't believeinit. I have not 

reached a funeral sermon in my church in 
arsbali, III., for ten years. I do not thiak 
there is any good effect from it. 

The reasons why the Archbishop was said 
to discountenance the custom, the re- 
porter, were that often the priest knew littie 
of the life or character of the person whom he 
was called upon to eulogize, and in some cases 
it was better to be silent. 

„In give you better reasons than those 
why the practice should de stopped.“ said 
the reverend gentieman. ‘‘In the first place 
one of the reasons = gave is not a one, 
because the shepherd is suppo to know 
the members of bis fock and generally does. 
But my reasons are these: There is no pro- 
vision for a sermon over the dead in 
our ritual, and the custom is more 
a Protestant than a Catholic one. I told you 
that 1 had not preached a funeral sermon in 
my church for ten years. I have not dove so 
because, asl said, it is not prescribed in the 
ritual, and, furthermore, use I do not 
think any good comes from such sermons. 
When persons are stricken with sorrow it is 
no time to reason with them. True, you may 
touch their feelings, but such an impression 
will only be temporary.’’ 

There has been a quiet protest against these 
funeral addresses among Roman Catholics for 
some time. In most cases they simply con- 
sisted of some exhortations to the friends and 
relatives of the deceased, delivered at a time, 
as Father Kuhiman states, when they are so 
distressed mentally and so worn out physio- 
ally that they are not at all likely te benefit by 
them.
